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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents  and 
Voters  of  the  Gilford  School  District : 

Residents  of  Gilford  are  very  much  interested  in 
their  school,  in  the  pupils  who  attend  it,  and  in  the  ac- 
tivities which  surround  the  education  of  the  children. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  various  chang-es  which  have 
taken  place  since  the  Report  of  last  year  was  issued. 
Maintenance,  Operation, 
Repair  of  the  Building-  and  Equipment 

Sections  of  the  sidewalls  in  the  classrooms  were  re- 
decorated this  summer  to  cover  places  where  the  paint 
had  peeled. 

A  woven  wire  fence  was  installed  along  three  hund- 
red feet  of  the  north  boundary  of  the  school  ground  at 
a  cost  of  $480. 

The  firebox  of  the  furnace  was  overhauled  during  the 
summer  and  new  parts  installed.

Milkweed  Pod  Collections 

Pupils  in  the  Gilford  Grade  School  have  taken  an  ac- 
tive part  in  a  national  enterprise,  collecting  milkweed 
pods  from  which  floss  is  extracted  to  make  life  belts  for 
members  of  our  armed  services.  Onion  bags  were  fur- 
nished by  War  Hemp  Industries,  Inc.,  and  the  project 
was  conducted  under  school  auspices.  140  bags  filled 
with  pods  were  collected  by  the  pupils. 

Lunch  Program 

The  very  successful  lunch  program  which  has  been 
supervised  by  Mrs.  Winnifred  H.  Varney  since  its  in- 
ception three  years  ago,  continues  to  /furnish  substan- 
tial meals  to  pupils  at  a  charge  of  12c  per  serving. 
Parents  and  friends  have  been  very  generous  in  their 
gifts  of  canned  foods,  homegrown  vegetables,  milk,  and 
eggs.  These  gifts  help  to  keep  the  cost  of  meals  low 
enough  to  provide  them  for  12c  each.  Mrs.  Edith  S. 
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James  is  head  cook  this    year   and    Mrs.    Mabelle    E. 
Hughes  is  assistant. 

Health  Work 

The  School  Nurse  reports  that  the  general  health  of 
Gilford  pupils  seems  to  be  very  good,  due  in  part  to  the 
excellent  nutrition  of  almost  all  pupils.  The  hot  lunches 
at  noon  contribute  to  good  health  as  it  is  rather  notice- 
able how  much  better  Gilford  pupils  appear  nutrition- 
ally than  those  in  schools  where  no  hot  lunches  are 
served. 

Twice  during  the  year  there  were  epidemics  of  rash 
and  sore  throats.  Two  children  were  said  to  have  scar- 
let fever.  A  whooping  cough  epidemic  kept  several  pu- 
pils out  of  school  for  long  periods.  The  attendance  dur- 
ing the  winter  was  poor.  Many  pupils  have  bad  tonsils ; 
others  are  sent  to  school  with  fresh  colds  in  the  most 
contagious  stages  and  infect  a  room  full' of  pupils. 

All  examinations  were  completed,  including  vision 
and  hearing  tests.  There  are  a  number  of  pupils  with 
vision  and  hearing  defects  who  need  attention.  Only 
twelve  pupils  were  able  to  get  dental  work  done  last 
year.  There  were  several  cases  of  pediculosis.

Cost  of  Schools 

Figures  for  the  school  year  1942-48,  the  latest  ones 
published  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  show  school 
costs : 

State  Median  Cost — Elementary  Schools  $94.25 

Gilford  Grade  School — per  pupil  cost  $95.05 

in  235  school  districts  in  New  Hampshire  having  ele- 
mentary schools,  Gilford  stands  115th  with  No.  1  the 
lowest  and  No.  235  the  highest. 
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Reading- 
There  is  a  wide  variation  in  the  abihty  of  children  to 
read.  Many  of  the  pupils  who  are  admitted  to  grade  I 
when  they  are  about  six  years  old  are  ready  to  learn 
reading.  Some  have  even  taught  themselves  to  read 
simple  matter.  Others  are  not  ready ;  they  may  not  be 
when  they  are  seven,  or  eight,  or  even  nine.  It  is  there- 
fore necessary  for  the  teachers  to  have  several  levels 
or  groups  in  reading  in  each  classroom.  They  must  hold 
several  reading  classes  each  day.  In  November  there 
were  18  reading  groups  in  the  Gilford  Grade  School. 
The  system  now  in  use  in  our  school  is  flexible.  There 
are  well-graded  work  materials  for  the  diff  erent  learn- 
ing levels  and  through  the  conscientious  effort  of  the 
teachers,  the  process,  "learning  to  read"  is  controlled. 
Arithmetic 
Some  teachers  in  the  supervisory  union  worked  near- 
ly a  school  year  in  hours  outside  of  school  in  studying 
Arithmetic  standards,  subject  matter,  and  work  ma- 
terials before  developing  a  tentative  program  in  Arith- 
metic to  fit  our  conditions.  Soon  after  their  report  was 
completed,  the  State  Board  of  Education  supplied  a 
Program  of  Studies  in  Arithmetic.  With  our  own  ef- 
forts and  with  the  outline  from  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, we  have  accepted  a  satisfactory  course  in  this 

subject. 

Conclusion 

In  submitting  this  fifth  annual  report,  I  thank  the 
residents  for  their  interest  in  and  support  of  the  school, 
the  school  board  members  for  their  fine  cooperation, 
the  teachers  and  school  nurse  for  their  industry  and 
success.
